The Scriptures teach one Divine Eſſence, wheres | 


in there are Three diſtinguiſhed, but not divis 
ded Perſons ſubſiſting. 
G ſets out himſelf by a ſpecial Mark; 


w whereby he may be more nearly known, 
For he ſo declares himſelf to be but 
One, that he yet gives himſelf diſtinctly to be 
conſider'd in Three Perſons; which, except we 
learn a bare and empty Name of God, without 
any true God, flies in our Brain. And that no 
Man ſhould think, that he is a threefold God, or 
that the one Eſſence of God is divided in three 
Perſons, we muſt here ſeek a ſhort, and eaſy De- 
finition to deliver us from all Error. But be- 
cauſe many make much adoe about this Word 
Perſon, as a Thing invented by Man; how juſt- 
ly they do fo, is beſt firſt to ſee. The Apo- 


ſtle (a) naming the Son, the engraved Form of 


the Hypoſtaſis of his Father, he undoubtedly 
, I ak D 


means, 
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means, that the Father 1 ſome Being, wherein 
he differs from the Son. For to take it for Eſ- 
ſence (as ſome Expoſitors have done, as if Chriſt, 
like a piece of Wax printed with a Seal, did re- 
preſent the Subſtance of the Father) were not 
only hard, but alſo an Abſurdity. For ſince the 
Eſſence of God is ſingle, or one, and indiviſible, 
he that in himſelf contains it all, and not by 
W Peic2-mea!, or by Derivation, but in whole Per- 
WW fection, ſhould very improperty, yea; fondly be 
= cal'd the engrav'd Form of him. But becauſe 
the Father, tho” he is in his own Property di- 
ſtinct, has expreſs'd himſelf wholly in His Son, 
it is for good Cauſe ſaid, that he has giv'n n his 
Hypoſtaſis to be ſeen in him: Wherewith aptly 
| agrees, that which immediately follows, = 
He 5: the Brightneſs of his Glory. Surely we'may, 
from the Apoſtle's Words, gather, that there is 
certain proper Hypeſtaſis in the Father, which 
ſmines in the Son; whereby alſo js eaſily per- 
ceie'd the Hy voſtaſs of the Son, which diſtin- 
guiſhes him fo the Father; like Order is in 
the Holy Ghoſt : For we ſhall, by and by, prove 
= him to be God, and yet he muſt needs be other 
khan the Father. Yet this DiſtmXion is not of 
the Effence, which it is unlawful to make mani- 
fold. Therefore if the Apoſtle's Teſtimony be 
= . credited, it follows, that there are in God three 
Hypoſtaſes. As to this Term, fince the Latines 
have expreſs'd it by the Name of Perſon, it wou'd

T OW much foever the Hereticks bark at hu 
Name of Perſon, or ſome' too-preciſe Men 
carp, that they like not the Word feigned by 
the Deviſe of Men: Since they can't get us ta 
ſay, that there are Three, whereof ev ry one is 
wholly God, nor yet that there are many Gods: 
How e is it, to millike Words, which 
expreſs no other Thing, but what is teſtified 
and . by the Scriptures.? lt were better 
(fay they) to reſtrain not oply, our Meanings, but 
alſo our Words, within the Bounds of Scripture, 
than to deviſe ſtrange Names, that may be the 
Beginning of Diſagreement and Brawling; ſo we 
tire ourſelves with Strife about Words ; ſo 18 
Fruth laſt in Contention; ſo is Charity broken 
by odiouſly brawling together. If they call that 
a ſtrange Word, which can't be ſhew'd in Seri- 
pture, as tis written in Number of Syllables, 
they then bind us to a hard Law, whereby is con- 
demn'd all Expoſition that is not peirc'd together, 
with bare laying together of Texts of Scripture. 
But if they mean that to be ſtrange, which being 
curioully devis'd,is ſuperſtitiouſſy defended,whieh Þ 
makes more for Contention than  Edification, 
which is either unaptly, or to no Profit» us'd, 
which withdraws from the Simplicity of the 
Word of God, then with all my Heart I embrace 
ner Joder Mind.

So the old Fathers 
being troubl'd with; contending againſt falſe 
Doctrines, were compelPd to ſhew their Means | 
ings in exquiſite Plainneſs, left they ſhou'd 
leave any crooked: By-ways'to the Wicked, to 
whom the doubtful Conſtructions of Words 
were hiding Holes of Errors. Arrius confeſs d 
Chriſt to be God, and the Son of God, becaule 
he cou'd not gainſay the evident Words "of 
God, and as if he had been fo ſufficiently diſt 
charg'd, did feign a certain Conſent with the 
the reſt. But in the mean while, he ceaſed 
not to ſcatter abroad, that Chriſt was created, 
and had a qo * as other Creatures: But 
to the end they might draw forth His 'wind- 
ing Subtilty out of his Den, the ancient Father 
went further, pronouncing Chriſt to be the chaps 
nal Sen of the Father, and Cunſubſtantial with the 
Father. Hereat Wickedneſs began to boil, when 
che Arriuns began to hate, and deteſt the Name 
Omnouſin, Conſubſtantial. But if in the'Begin» 
ning, they had ſincerely, and with plain Mean- 
ing confeſs'd Chriſt to be God; they would 
not now have deny'd him to be Conſubſtantiat 
wich the Father. Who dare now blatne thate 
good Men as Brawlers and Contentious; becauls 

br one little Word's ſake, they were 1 "hot 
in Diſputation, and troubled; the Quiet pt the 
Church? But that little Word thew'd' the DiF- 
ference between the true *beHeving Chriſtians, 
and the Arrians, who were Robbers of God. 
Afterwards "r6ſe up. Sabefſius,” Who accounted” m 
Aa Manner for nothing the Names of the Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghoft,” ſaying, in Dipu⸗ 
tation, that they were not made to Thew any 
-mariner of Diftinction, bur only were "Heveral 
Addditions of God, of wich Sert there are mas 
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ny. If he came to Diſputation, he confeſs'd; 
that he believ'd the Father God, the Son God, and 
the Holy Ghoſt God. But afterwards he would 
readily flip away with ſaying, that he had in no 
otherwiſe ſpoken, than as if he had named God, a 
= g#rong God, juſt God, and wiſe God; and ſo he 
= ſung another Song, that the Father is the Son,

Glory, he gathereth together the Faithful to the 
partaking of it; he ſetteth his Father in the 
higher Degree, inſomuch as the glorious Perfe- 
ction of Brightneſs, that appeareth in Heaven, 
differeth from that Meaſure of Glory, that was 
ſeen in him, being cloathed in Fleſh. After hke 
manner, in another place, 1 Cor. 15, 24. Paul ſaith, 


that Chriſt ſhall yield up the. Kingdom to God 


and his Father, that God may be all in all; 
there is nothing more abſurd, than to take away 
eternal Continuance from the Godhead of Chriſt: 
If he ſhall never ceaſe to be the Son of God, but 
ſhall always remain the ſame that he was from 
the Beginning; it followeth, that under the Name 


of the Father is comprehended the one Eſſence, 


that is common to them both: And ſurely, there- 
fore did Chriſt deſcend to us, that lifting: us up 
unto his Father, he might alſo lift us up unto 
7 7 inaſmuch as he is all one with the Father: 

t is therefore, neither lawful nor right, ſo exclu- 
ſively to reſtrain the Name of God to the Father, 


as to take it from the Son; for Jom doth for this 


Cauſe affirm, that he is true God, John 1. 1. that 
no Man ſhould think that he reſteth in a ſecond 
Degree of Godhead beneath his Father. And 1 
marvel, what the Framers of new Gods do mean, 


that while they confeſs Chriſt to be true God, yet 


they forthwith exchude him from the Godhead 
of his Father; as though there could any be a 
true God, but he that is the one God; or as tho 


the Godhead poured from one to another, be not

N if we eſteem his Godhead by the 

: Works that in the Scriptures are aſcribed 
unto him, it ſhall thereby more evidently appear; 
for when he ſaid, that from the Beginning he was 
thitherto working with his Father, Johm F. 17. 
The Fews, which were moſt dull in Underſtand- 
ing all his other Sayings, yet then perceived 
that he took upon him the Power of God. And 
therefore, as John telleth, they ſought the more 
to kill him, becauſe he did not only break the 
Sabbath, but alſo did call God his Father, ma- 
king himſelf equal with God; How dull ſhall we 
be then, if we do not perceive that his Godhead 
is herein plainly affirmed? And truly to order 
the World with Providence and Power, and to 
govern all Things with the Authority of his own. 
Might, which the Apoſtle aſcribeth unto him, 
W Heb. 1. 3 belongeth to none but only the Crea- 
tor: And he not only enterparteneth the Go- 
vernment of the World with his Father, but alſo 
all other Offices, which cannot be made common 
to God with his Creatures. The Lord crieth out 
by the Prophet, I am he, I am he, that do away thine 
Offences, for mine own ſake, Iſa. 43. 25. According 
to the Meaning of this Sentence, when the Jews 
thought that wrong was done to God, for that 
Chriſt did forgive Sinners, Chriſt not only affirm'd 
in Words, but alſo prov'd by Miracles, that this 
Power belonged unto himſelf, Matth. 9. 4,6. We 
Keitherefore, that he hath not the Miniſtration, 


but the Power of Forgiveneſs of Sins, which os

But very undiſcreetly do they to imagine a certain 

Iinovation of the Subſtance of God; for as thoſe 

Names of God, that have Relation to his out- 

ward Work, began to be given unto him after | 

the Beginning of his Work: As for Example, 

this, That he is called the Creator of Heaven 
and Earth: So doth Godtinefs know] or admit 
no Name, that ſhould ſignify any new Thing 
in himſelf to have chaunced unto God: For 
if any ſliould come to him from elſewhere, 
than in himſelf, then this Saying of James ſhould 
fail, That every good and every perfect Giſt is from 
above, and cometh..down f om the Father of Lig 
with mham is no" Fariableneſs, neither = 

Turning. Therefore nothing is lefs; to be fuſs 

feted, than to fain a Beginning of that Word, 

which both always was God, and afterwards! 
was Creator of the World. But full ſubtilely, 
forſooth, they Reaſon, that Afoſes in fayingy 
that God then firſt ſpake, doth ſecretiy oy

= that there was no Word in him before, which 

© 33 a. moſt trifling Argument; for it followeth 
not; becauſe a Thing at ſome one certain Time, 
beginneth to be ſhewed openly, that therefore 
it had. never any Being before. But I: con- 
clude far otherwiſe, and ſay, Seeing that in the 
lame-Moment-that-God-faid;-Zer Light be mate; 
the Power of the Word appeared, and ſhewed 
16. fel, Gen. I. 3. the ſame Word was long be- 
fore: But if a Man ask how: long before, he 
Mall find no Beginning. For he appointed no 
certain Space of Time, when himſelf ſaid; Fa- 
ther, gloriſy me with the Glory which I had with 
Dee before the World was, John 17. 5. And this 
Thing John alſo left not untouched, becauſe he 
firſt ſheweth, That in the Beginning the Word mat 
with God, before that he cometh to the Crea- 
tion of the World. We ſay therefore again, 
That the Word which was conceived of God, 
before any Beginning of Time, was continual: 
ly remaining with him, whereby both his Eter- 
nity, true Eſſence, and Godhead is prowvd.
